Reclassification of 


Irrigated Land Opposed

Dear Sit:— 

In your isaue of 19th inst., while 
refering to a letter sent by Mr. E. 
F. Drake superintendent of irriga- 
tion to the department of the Inter- 

or to the holders of socalled irri- 
gable lands, you state: ‘*Many 
months ago the farmers of this dis- 
trict asked the Dominion Govern- 
ment td reclassify the irrigable land 
in thie district and now the Depart- 
ment of the Interior has written the 
farmers and ..:closed an agreement 
for them to «in stating they will 
abide by the result of such reclassi- 
fheation.’’ 

With regard to your statement it 
ie to be observed that the Farmers 
Combined Irrigation Committees, 
who are conducting the matter on 
behalf of the farmers, have never 
eaked for such reclassification. 

The combined committees asked 
Goverfiment to appoint a royal 
commission to take evidence under 
oath whethet or not the climate and 
the eoj| conditions warrant an irri- 
gation undertaking in these districts 
and whether irrigation is a benefit, 

ver indifferent, 01 detrimental to 
the crope. This request was turned 
“Aewen ‘by the Department of the In- 
~tesior with the statement that 
should a royal commission find that 
the climatic and the soil conditions 
were such as to render irrigation in- 
fasteas rather than beneficial, the 
government would be put in a some- 
what embarrassing position with re- 
spect to the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company’s project. The Com- 
bined Irrigation Committees have 
also passed a resolution, and which 
has been reafirmed at least once, 
that the re-clavsification of the lands 
qould be a uselean waste of public 
money, if done before the above 
mentioned maio issue has been 
wed by a royal commission. In 
ion to this the Combined Irri- 
gation Commitices have found, that 
Abey, could not accept the basis up- 
en which the Departinent of the In- 
terior ia carrying on the reclassifi- 
cation and which is embodied in 
en official document issued by the 
Department of the Interior. The 
Irrigation Department of the De- 
partwent of the Interior hae been 
formally notified of all what is 
above stated. 

After all the above had taken 
place, and after the last convention 
of the United Farmers of Alberta 
had endorsed the actions taken by 
the Combined Irrigation Commit- 
tees, and after the solicitor of the 
Combined Irrigation Committees 
had notified the Department that 
~he could not advise the farmers to 
eign or agree to the basis upon 
which the Department was pro- 
posing to conduct the reclassifica- 
tion, Mr. E. F. Drake, superin- 
tendent to the Irrigation Depart- 
ment, Ottawa, in hia official ca- 
pacity, has sent out a letter to every 
bolder of eo, called irrigable lands 
asking the owner if he would be 
willing to sign an attached form of 
agreement binding the owner to 
anything that the Department 
might decide and emphasing that 
request with the following words: 
*'Te is believed, however, that the 
aigning of such an agreement will 


mpany and the lessees of 
mater’? 

lv is a noticable feature that a 
copy of the memorandum, under 
which the reclassitication is being 
conducted, was not enclosed with 
Mr. Drake’s letter. 
that memorandum had been en- 
closed it would have shown, a-| 
mongst other objectionable features, 
that the farmers are to be put to 
an additional expense, over and| 
above their present contract price, | 
of at least $8 per acre, to enable | 
Mr. Drake and_ his associates to 
give so much more land, as theoreti- 
cally irrigable, to the C. P. R., aa 
would otherwise have been con- 
demned, if this additional expense 
was not clapped on the land. 

The farmers are now wondering 
what the press would have to say 
if the farmers had entered upon a 
conspiracy to get parties to. pledge 
themselves beforehand to an agree- 
ment, the contents of which were 
witheld, whilst’ using the moral 
weight of a public body to ‘‘facili- 
tate’ the signing of that agree- 
ment.

Farming Experience 


Enlitor Gleichen Call. 
Dear Sir:— 

Ax you: have kindly asked me to 
give my experience of Jat year as n 
farmer I will try to give you a few 
facts as I remember them. ‘To be- 
gin with we had an early apring 
and favorable weather. We had a- 
hout 200 acres of summer fallow 
land, all level, about 25 acres was | 
planted to wheat, then we had 60} 
acrea stubble Jand that was sown to 
wheat and 15 acres of fall plowing 
sown to wheat, in all about 250 acres 
of wheat. We threshed over 8,000 
bushels of wheat—nn average of 37 
bushels to the acre. Now, we had 
45 acres of stubble land that yielded 
19 bushels to the acre and 15 acres 
of stubble land that yielded 10 
bushels per nacre, 38 acres of 
wheat was irrigated and that yield- 
ed over 40 bushels to the acre. We

Many False Colors in Light 

Under ordinary circumstances the 
color of light. used for industrial pur- 
poses is not a matter of very great 
consequence, but now. and then the 
character of the work is such that 
some attention must: be given to he 
question of color. A well known Ger- 
man engineer has recently been mak- 
ing a very exhaust!;3 study of the 
colors of the common sources of light 
which brings out the fact that of the 
illuminants ic present use none comes 
very near to daylight as that term is 
ordinarily understood, 

The only light which, unscreened, 
comes tolernbly near the ordinary day- 
light, is unfortunately extremely inef- 
ficient as a source cf light, and various 
attempts have been made to use 
screens to correct it to daylight color. 
A sunlight effect is easier to get, and 
a pretty¢close approximation is furn- 
ished by the magnetic are lamp, which 
has too much red by less than 2 per 
cent. and not enough blue by about 6 
per cent. All the incadescent lamps 
—gas und eleciric—are ¢ long way 


from “white, having in general two 
or three tines too much red and 


scarcely half cnough blue for a proper 
balance, The are lamps likewise are 
rather far from being white, let alone 
a match for daylight, although very 
much nearer than any of the incades- 
cents, The new sitrogen lamps oc- 
cupy an intermediate position distirict- 
ly less near te white than the aves, and 
are very much whiter than any prev- 
jous incadescents, Finally, as freaks 


in the list, come the vapor lamps of} 


various kinds, 

It must not be supposed that near- 
ness to white, however, gives a just 
value of a lamp for illuminating pur- 
poses. Alcogether, the progress of ar- 
tificial lighting shows better and more 
useful color values year by year.

W. D. Trego on Bassano Trip 


To the Editor Giuricnen Can: 

Sit,—I wish to correct the statementa appearing in 
your paper regarding the visit of the Gleichen delegation 
tu Bassano, and I trust you will give the article the same 
prominence that you did. your articles recently. 

The Bassano people jumped at the conclusion, with- 
out consulting us, that we expected to try to run away with 
settlers, snd some of them became very abusive before they 
knew what we had to say. When [ assured every one 
present that we all considered Alberta as good a farming 
eountry as we knew of anywhere, so long ae irrigation was 
left out of the quéstion, and that we all considered the 
Bassano district hard to beat, then the matter réaolved 
itself into a discussion of the irrigation question, and with 
me or two exceptions the Bassano men talked very sensi- 
bly, and all the Colorado men who had come to settle were 
very sensible in their discussion and seemed to want to get 
he benefit of our experience, 

It is true that Mr. A. Fryberger, who tried to pass 
himeelf off as a settler, but who any one could see was only 
1O.P R land agent, did make some very uncomplimentary 
remarks and tried to make us think that he had learned 
nore about irrigation in one year in Alberta than, we 
vad in seven yeurs, and he with no water to irrigate with, 
vit when it was shown that in ost of our delegates had lived 
in irrigated districts before coming to Alberta just as long 
as he had, and had made just as much of a aueceas of the 
business ns he had, hisarguments fell flat. We feel assured 
that most of the neweomere appreciated the hints which 
ve were able to give them, an-l we feel very confident that 
they will appreciate them much more in seven years hence 
than they do now. 

Our delegates all remember what fine fellows we all 
were when we first came to this country, as told then by 
the U.P.K. officials, and we alwave were fine fellows as long 
as we kept paying up our water rantala and only asking 
for a little water to experiment with but when 1910 came 
as one of the dry years, whieh we had heen haaring of from 
the GO, Py Re inen,-and we wanted eome water to ‘irrigate 
with, and we insisted upon having: enough to water some- 
thing besides our gardens, it wae then that we learned, to 
our sorrow, that the old-timers in the country had been 
only too cortect in telling us, previously, that the system 
was not huilt to irrigate with, but to sell Jand with. It was 
then that we quit paying water assessmnent?, and we all soon 
became very bad men 

Those of us who did get some erop irrigated that vear 
were much disappointed in being only able to eut green 
feed when harvest time came, and those of us who cone 
tinued with the irrigating with the water we could get, on 
through the season, a0 #9 to store moisture in the land for 
the following year’s crop, were surprised again in getting 
only green feed the following harvest, and the sevund year 
we only harvested badly damaged grain, so we concluded 
thal it was just as well that it wae not constructed to 
irrigate with. Then when we came to try to get the irriga- 
tion tax removed from onr landa, or froin all except the 
choice parts, which laid properly for irrigation, aud were 
free from alkali, go that what little water could be supplied 
might be used for forage cropa, then it became apparent 
at once that we were not only bad men, but were low and 
contemptible, and total failures at our calling. It is notice- 
able to ourselves and our creditora that we have started to 
make a little money out of farming since we quit trying to 
use water for irrigation purposes. I have made as much 
out of may farming operations the past year as I had in 
the six previous years. 

If the Bassano men wh» were complaining so loudly 
about our delegation buying in town, had looked in tay 
overcoat pocket, and had sean the sampitea of Marquis 
wheat and Banner oats which [ had haen showing to sume 
of the newcomers, and could have seen tha telegram [ 
received from-their station thet morning for 900 bushels 
of oats and 300 bushels of wheat for immediate shipment, 
they might have concluded that 1 was slipping one over 
on them.

Or the vapor of a teaspoonful 
of the following mixture; Men- 
thol, three grams; alcohol at 80 
degrees, sixty grams, in a cup of 
z bot water.

WONDERFUL WOOD. 


There Is Practically No Limit to the 
Life of Greenheart. 

A most wonderful wood is that of 
the tropical tree called greenheart, 
The tree belongs to the laurel family 
and {s exported mainly from the its- 
land of Trinidad and British Guiana. 
The wood !s so nearly indestructible 
that no limit to Its Ilfe is known. It is 
used chiefly in ship and dock building. 
The wood fs proof against the white 
ant on land aud the teredo in salt wa- 
ter. A United States government re- 
port says: 

Greenbeart bas been known to stand 
(n wharves for over thirty years, and 
logs that have remained under water 
for a hundred years are in perfectly 
sound condition. 

Greenheart's extraordinary resist: 
ance to decay {s probably owing to the 
presenco of an alkalold known as bi- 
birine and also to certain resinous stub- 
stances known as tyloses. ‘ho latter 
are reddish brown masses of living 
rells that grow in solld masses within 
little cavities tbat they often fill com- 
pletely. As they grow with the tree 
they turn black and make the wood of 
the older trees black, 

As in all tropical trees, whose growth 
{s continuous through the year, there 
are no annual growth rings. The trees 
probably do not reach muturity under 
260 years. A grecniheart tree {s from 
sixty to a hundred feet In height. It 
is an evergreen without knots and has 
a broad, open crown, The wood weighs 
about seventy-five pounds to the cuble 
foot and resists a crushing force of 
12,000 pounds to the square inch—

All Hydrogen Makers. 


Professor Sir James Dewar, lec- 
turing at the Royal Institution in 
London recently mentioned a re- 
markable discovery which he made 
in the course of his heat researches. 
It was that every living animal was 
constantly giving off hydrogen gas 
during resptration. 

One of his assistants, Mr. Green, 
gave off as much as a half litre 

daily, while Dewar himself only pro- 

duced 100 cubic centimetres, 

The production of hydrogen in 
connection with the processes of di- 
gestion has been long known, but 
apart from this there is.a steady and 
uniform exhalation of hydrogen. 

“Where does it all go?’’ he asked, 
In the course of ages it has accume 
ulated to an enormous extent unless 
it has escaped from the atmosphere 
or came to earth in the form of wa- 
ter. Probably both these processes 
were going on to some extent. 

Professor Dewar showed an instru- 
ment he had invented to measure the 
exhalation,
